The following Courses are offered: —

mands matriculation or its equivalent at entrance 
and gives to our students the Diploma of Litera- 
ture and Expression at the end of three years if 
the requirements of the Curriculum have been 
complied with. This course includes English, 
Dramatic Art, Voice Culture, French, and Physi- 
cal Education, so arranged as to support and 
supplement one another for the development of 
the whole being of the student — mental, moral 
and physical. This is a cultural course of the 
highest value. 

The details of the third year of the course will be announced 
in the Autumn of this year. 

II. A Normal Course in Literature and Dramatic Art 
which demands matriculation or its equivalent at 
entrance, and gives at the end of two years’ study 
a Teacher’s Diploma. This course includes the 
theory and practice of subjects outlined on Page 
12 . 

III. A Normal Course in Physical Education which 
demands matriculation or its equivalent at en- 
trance, and gives to our students at the end of 
two years’ study a Teacher’s Diploma in Physical 
Education. This course includes the theory and 
practice of subjects as outlined on Page 14. 

IV. *The Non-Professional Course in English, French, 
Voice Training, Speaking, the elements of Dra- 
matic Art, and the practice of Physical Education. 

A certificate is obtainable on the completion of 
this course.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF FRENCH 

THE ATTENTION of students is drawn to the value 
of foreign languages in an educational course. 
In addition to the practical advantage of offering a 
means of communication with another people, each 
new language acquired is a key to a new world of 
literature and thought. Not only so, but the 
systematic study of a foreign language is a great 
assistance in acquiring accuracy in the use of one’s 
own. A knowledge of English grammar, and of 
English sentence structure, and precision in the 
use of English words, will all be greatly furthered 
by a scientific study of French. 

THE FRENCH DEPARTMENT offers a two years’ 
course in Grammar, Composition, Conversation, and 
Reading. The classes are carefully graded, so that 
beginners may not be discouraged by striving to 
keep pace with advanced students, nor advanced 
students held back by beginners. 

INSTRUCTION in Pronunciation, Conversation and 
Reading is given by a teacher of French nationality. 




FIRST AID AND HOME NURSING (18 hours)— A 
complete course of instruction is given in quick and 
efficient treatment in cases of accident, and in pre- 
vention and general provision for the care of illness 
in the home. It leads upon examination to the 
certificates of First Aid and Home Nursing of the 
St. John's Ambulance Association. 

APPLIED ANATOMY (36 hours)— A study is made 
of the fundamental gymnastic movements and posi- 
tions. The action of joints and muscles is studied 
in the natural movements of daily life, and in 
organized activities, such as sports or dancing. 

ANTHROPOMETRY (12 hours)— Anthropometry 
treats of the theory of measurements of the human 
body; the work includes the taking of physical 
measurements, and testing for normal eyesight and 
hearing. 

CORRECTIVE GYMNASTICS (72 hours)— Instruc- 
tion is given in the causes and recognition of scolosis, 
weak feet, and faulty posture, including round 
shoulders, flat chest, forward head, round back, etc. 
Programmes of exercises are prepared to meet 
individual needs. 

PERSONAL HYGIENE (12 hours)—' The object of 
this course is to give the student a scientific and 
practical basis for the maintenance of health. It 
consists of twelve lectures with readings on the 
relationship of the human organism to its environ- 
ment, including air, food, sleep, bathing, and general 
principles of hygienic living.
